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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton : 

I  herewith  present  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1940 — 1941  was  15,  the 
average  membership  13.7,  the  percent  of  attendance 
97.05%,  and  the  number  of  tardinesses  only  2.  The 
records  for  attendance  and  tardiness  are  excellent. 
There  were  four  pupils  attending  high  school  at  Woods- 
ville,  one  at  Littleton,  and  two  at  Haverhill  Academy. 
There  were  two  elementary  pupils  at  Glencliff,  one  at 
East  Haverhill,  and  two  at  Pike. 

This  year  the  enrollment  to  date  is  16.  There  are 
three  pupils  attending  high  school  and  seven  attending 
elementary  schools  outside  the  district. 

Miisis  Alice  Jezak  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  replac- 
ed Miss  Kathryn  Driscoll  as  your  teacher  this  year. 
Miss  Jezak  is  a  graduate  of  the  Lowell  State  Teachers 
College. 

The  new  school  building  has:  proved  to  be  very 
satisfactory  in  use.  It  is  economical  to  heat,  and  it 
has  been  well  cared  for  by  both  teacher  and  pupils.  Mr. 
Tyler  has  kept  the  building  warm  and  clean.  You  are 
fortunate  in  having  a  janitor  who  takes  so  much  pride 
in  a  well-kept  building. 

It  is  necessary  to  complete  the  fence  around  three 
sides  of  the  school  grounds.  The  School  Board  has 
placed  a  special  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  for  their  cooper- 
ation during  the  past  year.
